The Double Standard 


Seven years ago a private law 


suit revealed that Bobby Baker, a 
protege of Lyndon Johnson und 
secretary for the Senate Major- 
ity, regularly used his position to 
influence favorable government 
contracts for himself and his 
friends. 


In 1967 infighting among the 


Democratic m a j o r i t y in the 
House brought to light Ad«m 
Clayton Powell's

The two exposures stirred a 


demand 
within Congress 
and

Fairly stiff laws apply to the 


lesser lights in the Executive 
branch 
applying the law to 


businesses in which they have a 
financial interest. Cabinet mem- 
bers and White House staffers 
must 
file 
confidential reports 


with the President, and as the 
Haynesworth case shows, nomi- 
nees for 
Presidential appoint- 


ments can receive a rigorous 
examination by the Senate Judi- 
ciary Committee. 


The Judiciary is under no legal 


obligation to make disclosure, but 
since Justice Douglas' lecturing 
and writing fees came into focus 
last year the Supreme Court 
justices are delivering voluntary 
reports 
and 
encouraging 
the 


lower court judges to follow suit. 
The Canons of Judicial Ethics for 
years have decreed stiff disquali- 
fication 
standards to hearing 


cases where the judge has any 
interest, economic or otherwise, 
past or present, close or remote. 


The -Congressional stance on 


disclosure has some interesting 
arguments made for it. 


One is the greatly overworked 


theme of the right to privacy. 


Another takes a positive grip. 


Who is better qualified to weigh 
the consequences of legislation 
than the one who has a stake in 
what that legislation may affect? 


We would think the Kennedy 


clan would have demolished this 
one, but it is still said with a 
straight face that the public 
would never elect anyone if it 
knew the candidates had a few 
stocks, 
bonds, notes 
or 
cash 


tucked away in his lockbox. 


A detailed report such as 
a 


CPA would draw up is 
not 


required, but a general picture of 
a lawmaker's 
background 
has 


been long overdue. 


The law puts its subjects in a 


glass bowl, and there is no reason 
its makers should be filtered 
from view. 


Judicial Speed-Up 


'A metropolitan area judge who 


may handle hundreds of traffic 
cases in a day and then complain 
because he doesn't have enough 
work to do is about as rare a 
professional as any in public 
service today, but that is Judge 
Melvyn Weisman, a St. Louis 
County magistrate. 


•While judges elsewhere almost 


unanimously a r e 
complaining 


about crowded dockets, growing 
backlogs of cases and long hours, 
Judge Weisman ha? a different 
kind of complaint. 


"I can handle twice as m;uiy 


cases," 
he 
said. "I've been 


complaining when I go home in 
the evening that I'm underwork- 
ed. Nothing is more straining to 
r 
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the nerves than sitting around all 
afternoon with nothing to do." 


Perhaps it has something to do 


with the manner in which the 
judge runs his courtroom. His 
court 
handles 
mostly 
traffic 


violations, some civil litigation, 
preliminary 
arraignments f o r 


felonies 
and 
t r i a l 
of mis- 


demeanors 
and 
o r d i n a n c e 


violations. 


Arraignments ;tre held daily, 


instead of once or twice a week 
which is frequently the custom. 
The judge refuses to grant trial 
countinuances unless both sides 
agree or there is an unavoidable 
absence of a witness or attorney. 
Each session begins with the 
judge explaining a person's legal 
rights to everyone in the court- 
room instead of to each person 
individually. 


He 
also 
explains 
the pro- 


cedures for those who wish to 
plead guilty and for those who 
wish to pload innocent. 


Then 
the 
judge 
calls 
the 


defendants to the bench three «t 
a time for their pleas. Using this 
procedure he has handled 
as 


many as 200 traffic cases in 45 
minutes. 


Swift justice? Yea, it is. It also 


eliminates much of the unneces- 
sary delay associated with many 
courtroom dramas. Judge Weis- 
mnn's style of wholesale justice 
may be the only avenue available 
to jurists in similar situations if 
they wish to fight their way out 
of what has become the chief 
obstacle to a speedy hearing, the 
clogged judicial calendar.

in women who give no symp- 
tomatic evidence of it.

money into a $500 million bond 
market that includes such insti- 
tutions as "Bethel Baptist Uni- 
versity."

y o u r Christian' 
duly" (at 7 per 
cent) by invest- „ 
ing in bonds is- 
sued by B.B.TJ.,1

Pious investors poured more 


than $1 million into this Okla- 
homa enterprise only to learn, 
after its operators had vanish- 
ed, that it had never been ac- 
credited and that its final en- 
rollment had been four stu- 
dents. 


Such shearing o£ the sheep is 


no rarity: 
• One promoter arranged a 


$20,000 bond issue for a small 
Arkansas church — but sold 
$40,000 worth, skipping town 
with the difference. 
• Tim Goluen Circle Gospel 


Foundation sold $44,000 worth of 
what it claimed were church 
bonds — 
and then tried to 


invest the money in a Santa 
Barbara 
oil exploration firm 


when the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission caught up 
with them. 
• Claude M. Bond, of Gideon 


Church Builders, was perman- 
ently e n j o i n e d from selling 
bonds issued by 30 churches in 
the Dallas-Ft. Worth area. The 
S.E.C. charged that Bond had 
misled 
investors 
by 
telling 


them: "There never has been a 
known defaulted church bond." 


He ridiculed CarsweU's judi- 


cial 
qualifications, 
yet Bayh, 


himself, failed the Indiana bar 
examination on his first try. He 
accused both Haynsworth and 
Carswell of holding pro - seg- 
regationist views in the past, 
yet Bayh was a member of an 
all - white college 
fraternity 


which 
barred 
Negroes 
from 
membership. 


Bayh's lack of control of his 


home state party has raised 
questions about his abilities as 
an intra-party politician. 


What type of national image 


he should project is another 
source of concern to Bayh. He 
has been letting his sideburns 
grow longer in recent months 
and is known to be talking 
about letting them grow bushier 
in an effort to counter his farm- 
boy imago and attract support 
of party youth. 


Yet the base of Bayh's sup- 


port 
in 
the 
party 
is 
with 


organized labor and bushy side- 
burns are none loo popular wilh 
labor's rank and file. 


Not only investors but many 


state 
and 
municipal govern- 


ments have proven exceptional- 
ly naive about such practices. 
For church sponsorship of such 
bond issues often means that 
there is no requirement that the 
stock be registered or backed 
up with evidence of the institu- 
tion's ability to repay. 


In Los Angeles, the Baptist 


Foundation of America is cur- 
rently being investigated 
by 


California's Attorney General, 
the S.E.C., Internal Revenue 
Service, the Post Office Depart- 
ment and the Department of 
Justice. The Foundation, which 
claims $20 million in assets, lias 
issued several million dollars 
worth of promissory notes in 
exchange for property and serv- 
ices. But when the Wall Street 
Journal a s k e d 
about these 


transactions, George Magoe, the 
Foundation's controller, replied: 
"It's 
not normal business to 


turn 
over 
your 
books 
and 


records to the newspapers." 


Perhaps the most scandalous 


example of questionable church 
bonds, however, concerns the 
Rev. J. Paul Driscoll, pastor of 
Mid-City Baptist Church. New 
Orleans — the third largest 
congregation in the 11.6 million- 
member Southern Baptist Con- 
vention. 


Renowned for his ability as a 


"soul-saver" (his congregation 
numbers 4,700 and the church's 
property is worth $8 million), 
the Rev. 
Mr. 
Driscoli 
was 


indicted in May on 13 counts of 
conspiracy, fraud in the sale of 
securities and mail fraud. The 
indictment specifies that the 
Rev. Mr. Driscoll and eo.defen- 
dants Hugh McGee, Paul McMil- 
lan and Clyde Rabun of Houston 
repeatedly issued new series of 
bonds to cover payments which 
they knew the church could not 
make upon existing bonds. 


But apparently neither Pastor 


Driscoll nor bis flock are fazed 
by 
the indictment. 
He 
has 


promised a solution that will 
leave the church "with its honor 
and goodness intact. . .Give us 
45 days and we will work it 
out." 


His parishoners, 500 strong, 


gave Pastor Driscoll a testi- 
monial dinner.

Actually, declarer should have 


made four notrump. 


Assuming that West had led 


his fourth best club, declarer 
can apply the Rule of Eleven to 
determine that East has only 
one club higher than the four. 
(Declarer subtracts four from 
the magic number eleven, leav- 
ing seven cards higher than the 
four in the North, East and 
South hands. Since six of these 
cards are in plain view, East 
can have only one.) 


Declarer s h o u l d therefore
